advances to traders on better terms 
than they are able f obtain in ordi- 
nary money market, £12,000,000, The 
scheme is regarded- generally as a 
step in the right direction, because 
an attempt has been made to give em- 
ployment to gkilled as opposed to wn- 
skilled workers by initiating schemes 
needing considerable quantities of 
iron and steel.

The new currency, however, will not 
replace the worthless paper mark, as 
was generally expected in the begin- 
ning, for the paper mark is still to 
remain the legal currency of Germany. 

During the interval between the an- 
nouncement of the forthcoming issue 
of the new currency and its actual in- 
troduction on the market, which is to 
take place on Nov. 1, the Government 
intends to increase the circulation of |

Unnecessary Appropriations and

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17—The old 
“pork barrel” legislation threatens to 
come back in a new form in the next 
Congress. It is charged ‘by the Na- 
tional Parks Association, which keeps 
a watchful eye upon the national 
parks policy, that many communities 
are sending their répresentatives back 
to Washington pledged to bring re- 
nown and tourist travel to their _ re- 
spective districts through establish- 

parks areas of 
inferior quality. Friends of the na- 
tiona] parks see in this movement to 
increase their mumber a danger to 
the whole park*® system, and are on 
the alert for legislation which would 
turn the system into a series of local 
reservations in which those of real 
the mi- 


nority. ‘ 

“Open the door of the system to just | 
one national park of inferior stand- 
ards and local pride in competition 
will do the rest,” the association 
warns. “Every congressional district 
will also want its.own and Congress 
cannot then refuse.” 

Two Important Phases 

Two other important phases of park 
legislation which the association is 
watching are the progress of the bill 
to restore. national parks to uniform 
legal status, which is declared to be 
imperative, and the efforts to open the 
national parks to exploitation by pri- 
vate interests, usually power com- 
panies. 

The association will concentrate its. 
fire on the proposed Walsh Bill for 
damming Yellowstone Lake, which was 
rejected by the Senate Irrigation Com- 
mittee, but which it is understood will 
be introduced in the new Congress in 
December. The purpose of the bill is 
to develop water power, and it is said 
by park conservationists that it would 
open the way fot commercial exploita- 
tion, eventually spoiling the scenic 
value of the reservation. 

Anothef “onslaught” upon park con- 
servation is seen by the National Parks 
Association in the form of the pro- 
posed treaty on the St. Mary project, 
which -would give to Canada three-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 — Prohibi- 
tion forces in the nation are deter- 
mined to break up what they term 
the notorious alliance between poli- 
tics and law enforcement. Louis C. 
Cramton, (R.), Representative from 
Michigan, who is to succeed Andrew 
J. Volstead as leader of the dry ele- 
ment in Congress, has formulated its 


new program. It calls primarily for 
measures that will compel the poli- 


| ticians, principally Members of Con- 


gress, to keep their hands off the 
enforcement system and allow it to 
+be administered without regard to 
political consideration. 

The friends of prohibition declare 
that the interference of politics and 
politicians with efforts of Roy A. 
Haynes, Prohibition Commissioner, to 
enforce the liquor law is the curse and 
evil that must be dealt with if pro- 
hibition is to be less of a joke than 
many now regard it. 


Call for 12-Mile Limit 


Mr. Cramton announces that the 
“four cardinal principles” prohibition- 
ists now seek to establish are: 

1. Prevention of members of Con- 
gress from interfering with the ap- 
pointment or dismissal of prohibition 
agents. 

2. Elimination of politics from law 
enforcement in general and conver- 
sion of the prohibition unit into a 
separate entity. 

3. Extension of the three-mile limit 
to 12 miles. 

4. Compulsion of American diplo- 
matists abroad to obey the prohibi- 
tion laws at embassies and legations. 

Mr. Cramton’s program springs 
from knowledge available to anybody 
who makes even a cursory examina- 
tion of prohibition conditions almost 
anywhere in the country. EveryW¥here 
the influence of politics is at work. 
Appointments to the federal prohibi- 
tion service, from state directorships 
to the least paid jobs as enforcement 
agents, now rank among the most cov- 
eted patronage plums. They are dis- 
tributed, with few exceptions, to de- 
serving party workers. The local com- 
mittee chairman recommends a man to 
the state chairman or to the district 
representative in Congress, or some- 
times to the United States senator 
and appointment ensues. 

Mr. Haynes seldom has anything to 
say about the character of the men 
who are to co-operate with him in 
prohibition enforcement. Occasion- 
ally he is able to block the appoint- 
ment of a particularly undesirable 
man..

Both Republicans and Democrats 
have allowed politics to interfere with 
prohibition enforcement.

ittee of Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce. The committee also favors an 
international conference for limita- 
tion of air armament, to lend impetus 
to commercial aviation. 

There seems little doubt today that 
the policy. and work of the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau, outlined by 
Gen. Frank T. Hines at yesterday's 
business session, will be favorably re- 


ported out of committee without dis- |: 


cussion, according to convention lead- 
ers. Careful financing; expediting the 
handling of claim settlements through 
further decentralization to districts, 
and bringing the man and the job 
together through co-operation with 
commercial agencies, have pointed the 
real objective of rehabilitation work, 
namely, permanent return. of benefi- 
ciaries to responsible livelthood. For 
each dollar expended, 28 cents is allot- 
ted for vocation education, 26 cents 
for compensation and 25 cents for in- 
surance.

TOWNS PETITION 
FOR POND WATER 


Continued Douth. Forces Prompt 
Action 


Cities and towns of Mazsachusetts, 
in the face of the continued lack of 
rainfall, are petitioning the State. De- 
partment of: Health for permission 
to draw upon lakes and ponds for 
their local water supply, and séveral 
petitions have been approvéd subject 
to the proper boiling or. — of 
the water before use. 

Reports received at the State Seen 
indicate that the communfties most 
seriously affected by the drought are 
those which depend on driven wells, 
brooks, and rivers. Cities and towns 
within reach of the metropolitan water 
es | System are more fortunate, -being able 
to purchase thelr supply from the Wa- 
cChusett Reservoir. .The -law. provides 
that the communities may: -connect 
their water mains to the metropolitan 
pipe line in the event of an emergency. 

The City of Newton began to tap 
the Metropolitan supply two months 
ago when its own supply reached a 
very low point, The City of Worcester 
has taken: formal action seeking to 
take water from the Wachusett sys- 
tem, following imvestigation showing 
a supply for only 49 days. This city’ 
has under construction a, large reser- 
voir which will add 20 per cent to 
the supply. Woburn has been forced 
to turn to the use of Horn Pond end | 
the town of Ipswich has reached: the’ 
point of taking the water of the Ip- 
swich River for purification and use. 

Athol is taking water from a lake, 
and the water supply in Peabody, a 


City of Cambridge has a new filtra- 
tion plant in Fresh Pond, but will be 
forced to call on gutside supply if the 
drouth continues. “_ 

According to water supply engi- 
neers, wet and dry periods come in 
cycles which are fairly wéll defined. 
There is a range of- from 10 to 20 
years between the high and low points 
of rainfall, according to the records 
for 200 years. 

The curve of rainfall is definite and 
indicates a low point at present, sug- 
gesting the possible continuance of 
the present drouth. 

At present the Committee on Water 
Supply of the Legislature is engaged 
in a recess investigation of the water 
supply situation. 

One aim of this inquiry is to go 
over the ground already ‘covered by 
inquiry which resulted in the recom- 
mendation that a giant reservoir be 
built in the valley of the Swift and 
Ware rivers. The entire - project

MERCHANTS DEPLORE- 
CONSULATE CLOSING 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 17—Closing of 
the American consulate at Newcastle, 
England, has proved Mbbarrassing to 
business men, and the British Foreign 
Office is seeking to find a way out of 
the difficulty which led to the closing 
of its offices and the withdrawal of its 
consular officers by the United States 
Government, according to reports 
here. | 
The attitude of the, State Depart- 
ment, it is learned officially, is un- 
¢changed. The British Foreign Office 
canceled the exequaturs of Conaul and 
Vice-Consul Slater and Brooks, al- 
leging that they had used their official 


position, to induce prospective travel- 
ers to use United States Shipping 
Board vessels in preference to British 
vessels. An investigation by repre- 
sentatives of this Government resulted 
in the clearing of the officers in ques- 
tion of the charges made against them, 
and Charles ‘E. Hughés, Secretary of 
State, took the attitude that the Brit- 
ish charge was a refiection on the 
service which could be removed only 
by a public withdrawal of the charges 
made.

LYNN, Mass., Oct. 17 (Special) — 
After the “peace probers” from the 
Amalgamated Shoe Workers® Union 
and the Lynn Shoe Manufacturers’ 
Association had met yesterday after- 
noon and agreed on mutual conces- 
sions for the betterment of conditions 
and uninterrupted production, the 
stitchers’ local upset all attempts at 
peace, and supported a strike of stitch- 
ers from the Cruise-Sullivan Company. 
Five stitchers were discharged from 
the factory yesterday afternoon for 
what the firm considered sufficient 
cause. When the strike vote became 
known to Walter B. Fogarty, gegeral 
president of the Amalgamated, he 
ordered the stitchers back to work. 
The firm issued an ultimatum to the 
strikers that if they were not at their 
machines at 10 a. m. the firm, would 
declare for an open shop. 

The strikers were all back in their 
places at 9 a. m. -A meeting of the 
joint ‘council of the Amalgamated has 
been called for 5:30 this afternoon to 
decide’ whether or not to sanction za 
strike of the stitchers if the firm 
refuses to reinstate the discharged 
employees. 


‘FASCIST MOVEMENT 


SPREADS TO RUMANIA 


BUCHAREST, Oct. 5 (Spectal Cor- 
respondence)—-A great deal af promi-

OREGON COLLEGE

OSEF STRANSKY, formerly con- 

ductor of the Philharmonic Or- 

chestra, réappeared on the eve- 
ning of Oct. 10 in Carnegie Hall, at 
the head of an organization named 
the State Symphony Orchestra. He 
gave the same sort of program he has 
always given, the numbers including 
a Wagner prelude, a Beethoven sym- 
phony, and a Strauss tone poem. So 
he made no pretense at starting a 
musical revolution, but merely showed 
that he intends to remain.in town and 
hold a place in music here, Philhar- 
monic or no Philharmonic. 

At the outset of his enterprise, it 
must be conceded by the partisaus 
of the opposite camp that he. has 
brought together a complement cf 
rlayers of fine abilities. There need 
be made no excuses for him on 
grounds of organization. Wherefore 
he finds himself in better circum- 
stances than men who previously 
have attempted to run concerts in 
rivalry with established institutions; 
better than Mr. Bodanzky found him- 
self in as conductor of the Nationa! 
Symphony Orchestra a few years ago, 
and far better than Mr. Foch found 
himself in 4s conductor of the City 
Symphony Orchestra last season. 


A Conventional Conductor 

Whether his advantage will enable 
him to resist the tendency of the old 
Philharmonic to absorb competitive 
bodies of players or not, who can 
tell? The National Symphony was 
merged into the Philharmonic, and the 
City Symphony—well, the correct word 
for what happened is not easily found. 


At any rate, City Symphony activities 
were taken over by the Philharmonic; 


and possibly State Symphony visions | 


will prove fugitive, in their’ turn. The 
outcome depends, no doubt, more on 
whether the purposes of one clique of 
music pstrons and concert quarantors 
and another happen to combine or 
fall permanently apart, than on any- 
thing else. 

If conventionality is an assurance 
of strength, then the State Symphony 
is indeed likely to survive. For noth- 
ing can be more in keeping with 
tradition than the conducting of Mr. 
Stransky. And experience proves that 
in a large and wealthy community, 


like New York, there exists a sub-'S 


stantial and insistent demand for ex- 
pression of a respectable, uninspired 
type. To take a nonh-musical branch 
of effort, anyone has only to go to 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art and 
look over certain collections of pic- 
tures obtrusively exhibited there, to 
get all the evidence he wants. 

Let there be no quarrel, however, 
with the artistic preferences of the 
prosperous. Only let the fiddle-bows 
and the paintbrushes be kept moving, 
and something first-rate and original 
must eventuate, coming in the way of 
by-product if not in line of direct 
output.

Motor car body cost, whether of 
“guantity production” or “quality pro- 
Ccuction,” is growing to be one of: the 
most important factors. In closed cars 
it often outweighs the cost of the 
motor. :

It is estimated that seven- 
eighths of the motor car bodies are 
produced in Detroit alone. With pro- 
cuction of more than 3,000,000 automo- 
biles in 1923, Detroit's auto body output 
should be more than 2,500,000.

New Bank Saccessful 


This new departure in English 
banking is the outcome of the success- 
ful operations of the Birmingham 
Municipal Bank, which was started in 
1916 under the auspices of Neville 
Chamberlain, now Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. For the first-three years 
of its existence the bank was not 
entitled to receive deposits in actual 
money but only by means of adhesive 
coupons of carrying denominations 
from one penny upward, which em- 
ployers were encouraged to sell when 
they disbursed wages.

EGYPT PASSES NEW 
LAW FOR BUSINESS 


CAIRO, Sept. 18 (Special Corre- 
spondence)— The Egyptian Govern- 
ment has passed a law by which all 
new companies registered in Egypt 
must have on .their board of directors 
at least one Egyptian, while 25 per cent 
of the share capital must be offered 
on the Egyptian stock market. If 
this locally offered stock is not sub- 
scribed within six months, the com- 
pany, in order to secure its capital, 
may withdraw its shares from the 
local market and offer them wherever 
it wishes. 

The object of the new law is to en- 
courage Egyptians to interest them- 
selves in commerce. At the present 
moment there is scarcely a_ single 
company of any standing which is 
managed by Egyptians, who refrain 
from investing in commercial enter- | 
prises, preferring to have their money 
on deposit at a bank, or to invest it in, 
gilt-edged securities yielding a fixed |

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17—The trend 
of wholesale prices, which has been 
gradually downward since May, took a 
decided upturn in September, it was 
shown today in statistics compiled by 
the Department of Labor. An advance’ 
of nearly 2% per cent-was indicated in 
x compilation which includes 404 com- 
modities. ° 

Cloths and clothing showed = the 
greatest increase, due mainly to the 
marked advances in raw silk, print 
cloths, and cotton yarns, according to 
the figures, registering an advance of 

4% per cent. Advances in corn, oats, 
rye, wheat, “hogs. cotton, eggs. and hay 
caused the farm products group. to 
rise 3% per cent. 

A net increase of 3% per cent also 
was shown for the food group, becauso 
of the continued advance in the price 
of fresh beef and pork, butter, cheese, 
eggs, flour, lard, cérnmeal and sugar. 
A met decrease of more than 2 per 
cent was shown in building materials:

BOOK REVIE 


The Career of Mrs. Humphry Ward 


* Mrs. Trevelyan has 
written a graceful 
and éloquent book. If 
her filial devotion 
has somewhat over- 
shadowed her critical 
faculties, and brought 
forth a panegyric 
rather than a judicial 
study, this portrait, 
é intelligent, sincere, 
intimate, will be generally welcomed. 
Its interest lies not chiefly, consider- 
able though that is, in the portrait 
of a woman who was singularly gifted 
and noble-hearted, but in.the light it 
throws upon the influences at work 
about’ her, to which she responded 
With such energy and thoroughness, 
daring what was something of a revo- 
lutionary period in English religious 
thought. oe 
One of the. most 
women of her day, the ‘friend of 
Jowett, Walter Pater, John Morley 
and Henry James, the niece of Mat- 
thew Arnold, who influenced her pro- 
foundly in matters religious and Ht- 
erary, Mrs. Humphry Ward was pe- 
culiarly fitted to voice the‘intellectual 
emancipation of those years, which 
witnessed the closing in of the nine- 
teenth century. Even among her own 
people, who were accustomed, to 
geniuses, the small Mary Arnold was 
from the first recognized as being 
unusually clever; and as a young girl 
she appears to have taken advantage, 
with immense eagerness and industry, 
of the circumstances which had- set 
her in a city whose traditions and 
whose objects were those of learning. 
M: Taine met her in those early Ox- 
ford days, introduced to her by the 
Master of gs “A very clever, girl,” 
said Professor Jowett, as he was tak- 
ing me toward her. ... “All her 
mornfng she spends at the Bodleian 
Library. A most intellectual lady, but 
yet a simple, charming girl.” 
Her First Novel 
‘ There were so many directions in 
which Mrs. Ward's intellectual energy 
might have taken her that, during 


distinguished 


those early years of married life in| 


Oxford, her friends must have won- 


dered whether she would devote her-| ° 


self to  history—she sometimes 


planned writing a vast book on the| 
origin of modern Spain; to education | 
—-she was on the original Council of | 


Somerville Hall and a most active 
member of the Association for the 
Education of Women—or to the writ- 
ing of essays, as did so many lead- 
‘ing literary lights among the later 
Victorians. But like George Eliot, 
‘who, in ways not a few, was her in- 
tellectual forebear, she was to win 
fame as a writer of fiction. The ap- 
pearance of her first novel, “Robert 
Elsmere,” would at any time have 
aroused the interest of thoughtful 
people; but in the early eighties, 
when orthOdoxy was still rather the 


rule than the exception, when “unset- | 
tlement in religion,” as it was called, | 
was scarcely articulate, except among | 


the few, and the habit of inheriting 
dogma with so much’ else that ap- 
peared to defy explanation was, for 
the most part, taken complacently 
for granted, it created no little sensa- 
tion. Clergymen of all denominations 
denounced the book, and Mr. Glad- 
‘stone was early in the field to refute 
its dangerous arguments. Mrs. Ward, 


however, was quick to discover, as | 
was Mr. Thomas Huxley a few years) 
Jjater—though that great dialectician | 
showed himself far less merciful in| the world to a sense of the r 


ference; moreover, her deep earnest- 
ness, her couragé in refuting what she 
regarded as wholly untenable, and 
her extreme moderation in attack and 
defense, could not fail to gain the re- 
spect, even of those who fundamen- 
tally disagreed with her views. 
Her Varied Activities 

The enormous success of “Marcella,” 
which followed “Robert Elsmere,” was 
to be repeated; though ina lesser 
degree, by the series of novels which 
appeared from her pen during the 
next 25 years. Perhaps the chief at- 
traction of these books was the art of 
craftsmanship they consistently dis- 
played, in an age which was rapidly 
becoming careless and slipshod in its 
methods of expression. ‘ 

The story of Mrs. Ward’s activities 
for the' welfare of London’s children 
might well fill a,separate volume, and

Ir 1s not at all easy in these days to arrive at the truth 
about the situation in Germany.. On the one hand may 
be heard lamentable accounts of 
the misery and impending star- 
vation of the mass. of the, Ger- 
man population. On the other 
may be heard stories of immense 
in Germany purchases by Germany -of cot- 
ae ___j}) ton and raw materials abroad 
: and of the investment of huge 
profits by individuals in other lands. It is especially 
difficult to explain the fact that.at the most critical 
moment of ‘all, when the French are in the Ruhr, when 
separatist movements are making headway, when an 
appalling economic crisis seems to be impending, Ger- 
many, instead of closing the ranks in order to deal with 
the crisis, is on the verge of civil war. What is the ex- 
planation of this state of affairs? ) 

The explanation would seem to be this: After the 
armistice and the overthrow of the Kaiser régime, Ger- 
many fell into a state of great confusian. The people 
were not trained to responsible democracy. They- had 
been accustomed to the leadership of the official and 
military classes, imposed upon them by Bismarck. The 
authority of these classes was utterly discredited. They 
had led Germany into a war, and they had failed in the 
enterprise. Once they had disappeared, it sdon proved 
that there was only one group in Germany which had 
any effective organization, and a definite mind of its 
own, and that ‘was the great industrialists. Gradually 
and relentlessly they gathered the real power in Ger- 
many into their own hands. Stinnes bought up an 
incredible number of newspapers. He organized a polit- 
ical party of his own. Then the industrialists formulated

a policy to suit their own needs.- It was a desperate - 


policy. But it was far more desperate for the German 
people than for themselves. It was the policy of nulli- 
fying the reparations and economic provisions of the 
Treaty of Versailles, and at the same time making 
gigantic profits for themselves, by encouraging the unlim- 
ited inflation.of the currency. 

For a time all went well. The German finances sank 
from bad to worse. The prospects of reparation grew 
more and more remote. As the value of the mark de- 
clined, the mortgages and debts of the industrial magnate 
were canceled, he paid his workmen in paper marks 
while he received payment-for his exports in gold, which 
he invested abroad; his taxes became so small as to be 
negligible. Where he could not manufacture for trade, 
he kept his workmen working on the construction of new 
factories and new plant and improvements of every kind, 
paid for by Government paper but belonging to himself, 
and all ready to be turned into the business of securing 
foreign trade as soon as the Allies realized that the game 
was up and canceled, or practically canceled, the rep- 
arations clauses of the Treaty of Versailles. - It was true, 
of course, that the German professional and middle 
classes were being wiped out altogether. When a car- 
fare had come to cost 1,000,000 marks, the value of pre- 
war investments and official salaries had disappeared. It 
was true, also, that the workmen's wages did not rise as 
rapidly as prices. On the other hand, it was becoming 
evident that when the war for the peace had been won, 
Germany would be practically owned and controlled by 
the industrial barons, who would be able to set the people 
to work once more to establish German economic su- 
premacy in world trade. . | 

Today, however, the day of retribution has arrived. 
Paper marks will no longer pay for capital reconstruc- 
tion, for wages, for food, or for anything else. The 
French have not been forced out of the Ruhr. On the 
contrary, they have compelled a resumption of the 
suspended coal deliveries. Unemployment has begun to 
be rife. It is becoming increasingly difficult to buy sup- 
plies Abroad, especially since, foreigners have ceased to 
buy German marks. It is evident that the game js up. 
The people are disillusioned and see that they have been 
exploited once more. And so Germany is bitterly diyided. 

The monarchists and the reactionaries see hope only 
in the establishment of an industrialist autocracy, which 
will make terms with France at the price of reducing 
the German population to industrial servitude. The Com- 
munists and the extremer Socialists see hope only in 
the establishment of another proletarian autocracy, as 
in Russia, which will abolish the industrialists altogether. 
dn the center stand the moderates, désperately struggling 
to preserve the Republic. What the outcome will be none 
can-say. The first step is clearly sHat the German people 
should make themselves master in their own house and 
re-establish the confidence of the world in their determina- 
tion to do their best to live up to their obligations. 

It is certain, however, that Germany alone is not to 
blame for the present crisis.

ances of the ZR-r in the United States have done much 
to substantiate the somewhat extravagant forecasts of

at the threshold of that development. Europe has led 
in the experimental study and development of these craft, 
to be sure, just as it applied ingenuity and wealth to 
perfecting airplanes for both commercial and military 
uses. But perhaps it is not too much to say that in the 
ZR-1 there is to be’ found the nearest approach to per- 
fection in structures of that type. It is apparent that 
development of lighter-than-air craft in the immediate 
future: will follow along the lines adopted in the erec- 
tion and equipment of this ship. | 
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A survey recently. completed by the National Indus- 
tries Conference Board of New York shows the inter- 
esting. fact that houses and 
apartments formerly within the 
reach of wage earners in the 
United States are now renting 
at the highest figure reached 
within the last nine years. The 
average cost is about 75 per cent 
above the levels maintained in 
the pre-war period. It is-interesting to study the causes 
which have led to this maintenance of high standards, 
while the tendency in some directions has been to lessen 
living costs since the war. 

The survey was carried on in 161 of the larger cities 
of the country, and it is shown that in 60 of these during 
the four-months period ending in July last there was an 
average increase in rents, while decreases were shown 
only in 16 of the cities. In the remaimng 85, rents re- 
mained stationary. In 32 of the cities, including Chi- 
cago, Detroit, Los Angeles, Milwaukee and Jersey City, 
rents were increased more than 100 per cent above the 
1914 rate. In Denver, Portland, Ore., and Rochester, 
N. Y., increases since 1914 averaged between gI per 
cent and 100 per cent, while in Boston, Buffalo, Cleve- 
land, Newark, New York, Philadelphia; St. Louis and 
Washington the advances were between 81 and go per 
cent. Increases in Baltimore, Indianapolis, Kansas City, 
Minneapolis, New Orleans, San Francisco and Seattle 
have been somewhat less than the average for the country 
asa whole. ~ ° e 

Of course it must be at once apparent that this gen- 
eral tendency is not attributable to the individual deter- 
mination of landlords-amd property owners fo exact an 
unjust or an unfair profit from their tenants. There 
has been, it is assumed, no “‘conspiracy” to raise rents. 
Whether or not present rates are to remain depends upon 
economic conditions’ wholly apart from any considera- 
tion of the ability of the tenant to pay. The-owner, 
figuring the estimated cost of replacement, the cost of 
upkeep and taxes, and the scarcity of accommodations, 
finds it entirely reasonable to advance his schedules to 
the point charged by the owner of a modern building 
erected at the present high cost of lgbor and material. 

It is probable that this maneuvering has had much.to 
do in creating and maintaining higher standards of rents. 
Anything is worth in the market what it can be made to 
bring. The only uncertainty is as to how long the tenants 
can respond to the demands of the owners. Their own 
wages ate not generally being advanced, and unless they

falls at Niagara. sf / 

‘This diversion of water is of growing concérn to 
Canada. It is maintained that Canadian power and navi- 
gation, interests on the international waterway from the 
upper lakes to the Atlantic Ocean are seriously. affected 
by it. The situation is of concern, too, to the people of 
the United States, including the citizens of Chicago. It 
is, apparently, not denied that mofe water is -being 
diverted than the.law allows. “As a remedial measure, the 
sanitary district authorities have proposed to build com- 
pensating works at an estimgted cost of $2,500,000 on 
the St. Lawrence and Niagara rivers, to. regulate the 
lake levels.

Secretary of War, in an official decision, stated that such 
diversion “would substantially interfere with the navi- 
gable waters in the Great Lakes and their connecting 
rivers. Protests against the present diversion through the 
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‘Chicago drainage canal, which is said to be in excess of 


8000 cubic feet per second, according to Sir Adam Beck's 
statement, have been registered by the State of Michigan, 
the State of Wisconsin, the State of New York, the 
provinces of Ontario and Quebec, and the federal gov- 
ernments both of the Dominion of Canada and of the 
United States. 
United States Secretary of War is quoted as saying ‘‘that 
the provisions of the Canadian treaty for a settlement 
by joint commission of ‘questions or matters of differ- 
ence’ between the United States and Canada offer a 
further reason why no administrative officer should 
authorize a further diversion of water, manifestly. so 
injurious to Canada, against Canadian protest.” 

The International Joint Commission, consisting of 
three Canadian and three United States commissioners, 1s 
fully competent to deal with this question of the diversion 
of water from its natural course in the Great Lakes sys- 
tem. But the commission can, only act when instructed 
to do so by.the federal governinents. It is surely in the 
interests of all concerned to have the question so referred 
to the International Joint Commission.

traveling the road of lawlessness, sowing the seeds of 
destruction, and~undermining the whole fabric of law 
and order.” He declared that without the patronage, the 
protection, and the example of those of social standing, 
the bootlegging would be easily brought within control 
of the law. 

Now such a charge, calmly and thoughtfully lodged, 
cannot be carelessly regarded. It is not one to which 
the American people against whom ‘it is made can safely 
plead nolo contendere, for the embarrassing condition 
exists of their being arraigned side by side with those 
whom the Senator denominates as the “Poor Reds,” who 
are outspoken in their denunciation of that altogether 
beneficent provision of the Constitution designed to insure 
to all alike the protection of individual property rights. 
A special pleader appearing for the “Rich Whites” might 
insist that the defendants have been improperly joined, 
and that Senat6r Borah hoped thus to prejudice the case 
of the wealthy in the thought of the people as a -whole. 
But this objection is quite convincingly answered in the 
presentation made. . 

As has been so often and so properly insisted, it is 
again shown that the Constitution cannot be accepted in 
part and rejected in part, at the caprice of the individual 
or a body of individuals. From this reasonable 
hypothesis. it is argued that the “whites” who selfishly 
violate the Eighteenth Amendment by encouraging and 
making profitable the traffic in intoxicating liquors in 
direct’ violation of the fundamental law, are lending 
countenance to what they deem the more vicious attacks 
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by their’ co-defendants, the “reds,” who teach and preach’ 


disregard for the Constitution as a whole, and more par- 
ticularly for that part, also an amendment, which seeks 
to protect them in the enjoyment of their material 
possessions. 


Certainly those who are carelessly allowing their © 


selfish desires to prompt an overt disobedience to the law 
do n@ desire to see the Whole structure fall in disorder 
about their heads. And yet they are thoughtlessly 
abetting those who would willingly, and perhaps gladly, 


bring about such a cataclysm. It is a dangerous experi~, 


ment. Theré is no desiré to deny to the people of the 
United States the right to amend the Constitution if that 
is their decision. But- that process should not be con- 
fused with nullification or open violation. 

There is no question as to the sentiment of 'the Ameri- 
can people. Even those few who have been drawn into 
this confusing and contemptuous alliance-with anarchy 
will be quick, once their position is realized,.to denounce 
any imputation of such a conspiracy. The thought ful— 
and they are in the great majority—will at once conclude 
that the gamie, with all the odds against them, is not 
worth playing. ,

_ Every now and. again the news dispatches tell us of some 

fresh outburst on the part of the Muhammadan Moros, living 
in«the southernmost islands of: the Philippine Archipelago, 
against the dignity and authority of the United States as ex- 
pressed by its duly constituted representatives. Many years 
ago Gen. John J. Pershing won almost his first fame by, his 
pursuit and defeat of the Lake Lanao Moros on the island 
of Mindanao, and later by the shelling of the extinct crater 
of Mount Dajo on the island of Jolo. That the crater was 
at the time occupied by 600 men, women and children, was 
merety an incident to the military lesson it was thought neces- 
Sary t® teach, since it was held to be important to disabuse the 
minds of these simple savages of the belief that there was any- 
thing “sacred” about the crater which could protect them from 
the consequences of disobedience to the laws and edicts of a 
country of which they had never heard. 
_ So persistently have reports of continued disturbances come 
In at more-or less regular intervals ovér a lon? period of years, 
that Americans at home may, perhaps, be pardoned if they conceive 
the idea that they have to deal with a peculiarly irreconcilable 
group of semi-savages, unfit to govern themselves, unwilling to 
be governed, and yet opposed to any fotm of independence 
which would link them with the rest of what are loosely called 
the Filipinos. Set apart frog the rest of the Philippine graup 
by race, by religion, and by every tradition they know, they 
present a prdblem which it might seem can be solved only in 
the good old way of complete extermination, such as has been 
employed with such’conspicuous success against the North 
American Indians, but to which the Muhammadan Moros seem 
strangely averse. 

Mindanao is the southernmost’ island of the Philippine 
group, and has an area of over 36,000 square miles. It has 
an estimated population of 500,000, of whom 250,000 were 
“wild” in 1903. Zamboanga is today one of the most beautiful 
of the island cities, modern improvements having been installed 
and the city rearranged’ in accordance with modern conditions. 
The population of the city of Zamboanga is about equally 
divided between Moros (Muhammadan Malays) and Chris- 
tianized Malays. 
> . ee 

Yet it was upon almost the very spot from which thé latest 
outbreak was reported in September that there was once deth- 
onstrated an actual example of the power to be found in 
methods other than those which have actually become the 
policy of the United States. Twenty or more years ago, in 
Zamboanga, the capital of the island and district of Mindanao, 
an American army captain, in his civil capacity as gevernor of 


the district, sheathed his sword, and took these people to his, 


heart as he would children. Advised of their treachery, he 
went about among them unarmed and unharmed. Having no 
fear, it appeared that there was‘nothing of which he should 
be afraid. Instead of ruling them with severity, and without 
appealing to their sense of reason, he sought to know their 
point of view, and to solve the problems they presented with 
a simple sense of justice and love. 

“Why do you rob and murder?” he asked them kindly. 
“How, then, shall we get what we need in order to live,” they 
asked him in return, “except to take it from those who have it?” 

The answer to that question was one which could not be 
made in words. To Capt. John P. Finley, then Governor and 
later a colonel in the United States Army, was presented the 
necessity of a demonstration so convincing and simple that it 
could find its way to these untutored minds. That answer was 
the establishment of what came to be known as the Moro 
Exchange, §Starting first in Zamboanga, and later extending 
itself to some thirty-odd outlying districts, covering a large 
part of the island. It was merely a trading station where the 
natives were taught how to exchange what they had for what 
they needed through the mediumship of money, used as an 


expression of value. 
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It was slow and arduous work, but it bore fruits. When 
the natives of the neighboring islands of Jolo were told that 
the United States demanded that they surrender their arms. 
they refused, and were shelled out of the crater of the sacred 
mountain in which they had sought refuge. When Governor 
Finley told the natives in and about Zamboanga that it was 
unnecessary for them to carry arms, and that they should turn 
them in, it was done feluctantly, for the bearing of arms was 
a traditional honor with them—but it was done to a cogsid- 
erable extent. eat ) 

Later there came a day when Governor Finley was to leave 
the people who had.come to learn by loving means what it 
meant—in part, at least—to be under the guidance of a true 
idea, definitely and faithfully expressed. With elaborate cere- 
monies, lasting for a week or more, he was duly elected “Tuan 
Maas,” a title full of meaning, which can best, perhaps, be 
translated as “lord and master,” and giving him supremé 
power over them second only to that accorded’ to the Com- 
mander of the Faithful. As he left them, promising to return, 
he was intrusted with a message to the President of the United 
States, asking that he be sent to the Sultan of Turkey, their 
religious head, to inform them how they, as good and 
faithful Muhammadans, could’ so live as to obey not only 
their traditional religion, but also the laws and rules of the 


United States. : : 
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“Tuan Maas” and’ the Commander of the Faithful duly 
conferred, and the.message was sent back to the waiting Moros. 
It' was never delivered. On his arrival back at Mindanao, 
Governor Finley found his Moro exchanges changéd in name 
and in operation, placed under the administration ,of men who 
were not in sympathy with the fundamental idea on which 
they rested, and conducted more accordingly to the fairly well- 
known theories of an outlying government bureau, devoid of 
that which had given them life. Moreover, Governor Finley 
was prevented from landing, on the ground that, by his depar- 
ture, he had forfeited his office. His message has never 
been delivered, and’the latest outbreak of insurrection is froth 
Mindanao. . 7 

This is one of the passages from recent history which is 
largely unwritten and entirely unsung. It is known to many, 
and respected by but a few: (Gen. Leonard Wood, under 
whom the experiment was first tried out, gave to it a deep 
and sympathetic interest and support. Even as Chief of Staff 
of the United States Army, working from his desk at Wash- 
ington, he was in effect powerless against the destructive forces 


‘which were insidiously set: at work to tear down ‘the -one 


great and outstanding demonstration of America’s expressed 
policy towards a backward and dependent people. 

Governor Finley’s work seems to have been entirely undene, 
and no real vestige of it may now found. ~ It has ‘passed 
as one of those vain things which have no meaning im a prac- 
tical world. In its place we have but the continued. and 
repeated reports of insurrection from these. “irreconcilable” 
people who are strangely blind to the “benefits, America offers 
to them 
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
